Of the eeats in doubt, several in the 
north euch as Kinistino, Pelly, Red-

OKUMA’S TALK 
CREATES FURORE 


Japanese Newspapers Dis- 
ea veeny ef Ui States 
Tokio, Aug. 14—S8pecial despatches 

from New York and London printed 
in Japanese papers represent that the 
recent speeches of Count Okuma attri- 
ite the vaval expansion policy of 
the Un 

of Japan to the importance of a world 

power, are arousing intense indigna- 

tion and have ceaused a complete 
recrudenscence of anti-Japanese 6en- 
timent throughout the United States. 

The New York newspapers are quoted 

wa editorially urging anu American-Chi- 

neses alliance for the purpose oi. off- 
setting the belligerence of the Japan- 
ese. The ‘newspapers are pected ae 
viving the views of Wu Ting Fang, 

Chinese minister to the United States, 

on the subject of an alliance, in which 

he threatens Japan with ‘an early 
evidence of the real power of the Am- 
erican navy.” 

Americans residing. in Tokio and 
Yokohama and elsewhere throughout 
Japan are extremely indignant. They 
believe that the special despatches ex- 
aggerate the tone of the New York 
newepapers, and it is felt that at this 
time anything should be permitted to 
retard the increasing friendly relations 
of the two nations, in view of the elab- 
orate avrangements on foot among the 
Apanese to welcome the American 
fleet and the growing cordiality ex- 
hibited on all sides towards Americans. 

Business Men Regret It. 

American business men especially 
regret the publications, because the 
revival of the anti-Japanese propag- 
anda in the United States will un- 
dodbtedly afford gratification to the 
competing countries represented here 
and also seriously damage American 
trade, 

Count Okuma’s frequent utterances 
do not create a ripple here, and his 
most recent one was passed quite un- 
noticed by foreigners until the 
specials announced the outcry of tho 
American papers. 

Count Okuma is regarded here as 4 
doctrinaire politician, who is -now 
completely without political influence 
excopt in academic circles. The 
statement concerning the American 
navy atid President Ruosevelt’s advo- 
cacy of its expansion was undoubted- 
ly brpegint out. by reports of Congress- 
man Olsen's. speech in the sno- 
cratic nati convention, when he 
quoted Pres t Roosevelt as predict- 
ing au early war with Japan. The 
statement which has caused all the 
comment was an excerpt from a series 
of articles printed in the Hochi, a 
Tokio vewspaper, which are being 
written by Count Okuma reviewing 
world politics, and prented from day 
to day. When Count Okuma return- 
ed today to the city he said to the 
Associated Press that he was surpris- 
ed to find that his utterances had been 
considered purposely offensive. 

Pear Japan's Sudden Rise. 

“It was only natural,” be said, “in 
reviewing the world’s politics to point 
cut that Japan’s rise above the horizon 
has caused the American navy to turn 
its attitude toward the Pacific. It was 
undoubtedly true that some Americans 
talk unwisely concerning ‘Japan, but 
never for an instant have | desired or 
intended to reflect on the” honor and 
courage of the American navy or ite ad- 
ministration, but it is an incontroves® 
ible fact that commercial considerations 
weight materially with all older com- 
mercial nations, even when it becomes a 
question of war. No one will endeavor 
more carnestly than myself to cultivate 
cordial relations with the United States.” 

In an article published in tte Hichi on 
Aug. 11, Copnt Okuma attributed the 
ptesent naval expansion policy of the 
United States to the sudden rise of Ja- 
pan to the importance of a world power, 
saying in part: 

‘Judging from the fragmentary speech- 
es of Prrxident Rocsevelt that have been 
transmitted here, it is not dittcult to in- 
fer that the augmentation of the United 
States navy in the Pacific is directed at 
Japan.”

Douglas, manager of the Taber 
Trading Co., knows the secret of the 
town’s development as well as any- 
one. “When I caine to the town, about 
three years ago and established this 
business on the corner,” said Mr. 
Douglas, “L had not a quarter of the 
floor space that I now have, Then 
there was not a building between the 
store and that hotel a hundred yards 
away, and now you see, it is all built 
up. At that time there were only a 
tew homesteaders in the district’ and 
they had a struggle to get along. But 
the adaptadility of the soil to wheat- 
growing soon became known, settlers 
hended for the district and syndicates 
bought up large tracts of land.” 

A Young Wheat Sistrict. 

“Last year was the first great de- 
monstration in the raising of winter 
wheat,” continued Mr. Douglas in con- 
versation with your correspondent. 
“Steam plows had been brought in the 
previous year and a great deal of 
breaking was done by contract on both 
the large and emall holdings. The re- 
sultant harvest, was enormous and for 
the most part was cut in time to ea- 
cape the destructive enow étorm and 
frosts of the middle of September. 

“Are you troubled much by irosts 
here?” Mr. Douglas was asked. 

“Well, you must remember the die- 
trict is not as old as some,’’ was the 
reply. “In our short experience we 
find the season for harvesting so long 
here that we become careless. T have 
sepp potatoes lelt jn the ground until 
November and they were not effected 
by frosts. Of course we got the enow 
storm last. year, but it did very little 
damage in the district, We have not 
the dread of ivosts that they have in 
edme places. 

Acrengo Not as Large. 

“How do you estimate the acreage 
of winter wheat in the district this 
yeat as compared with last?” was a 
further question put by your corres- 
pondent. 

There will scarcely be as large an 
agreage owing to unavoidabye circum- 
stunens. The thoniceteaders were for 
the most part North Daketa and Min- 
nésota meu, who took to the raising of 
flax for a first crop ae naturally as an 
Indian does to a tepee. Thee result 
was that when the flax areas were util- 
ized there was a large tfact seeded to 
wheat in the fall of 1906. This was 
harvested last year but of course the 
same fields could not be seeded to a 
successive wheat crop. This limits the 
acreage tnis year to the land that was 
broken last summer and the conse- 
quence is that the acreage is not as 


large.”’ 
Good Vield Per Acre. 

**How about the yield per acre, what 
would you say to tnat?”’ 

‘This season has been a great grow- 
ing time for wheat and the standard 
yield per acre will easily go irom 30 
to 40 bushels.” 

Your correspondent later saw in the 
land offices of the town several sheaves 
taken from farms in the district: and 
the quality appeared to be good, ak 
though the heads come in tor eriticism 
in the matter of length.
